Sweden and the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics, con­ 
ditional upon the receipt of ade­ 
quate assurances from the govern­ 
ments of such countries that the 
general licenses 
will not be em­ 
ployed by them or their nationals 
to evade the purposes of this or­ 
der, 
“Furthermore, transactions under 
the general licenses will be subject 
to reporting and careful scrutiny." 
The statement said the President 
also has approved regulations or­ 
dering 
a census of 
all foreign- 
owned 
property 
in the United 
States. 
"This 
census,” 
the 
statement 
said, will relate not only to prop­ 
erty in the United States belong­ 
ing to countries and nationals sub­ 
ject to freezing control, 
but all 
other countries as well.” 
Under previous executive order 
freezing control hid been extended 
to the assets of Norway, Denmark, 
The Netherlands. Belgium, Luxem­ 
bourg. France. Latvia. Estonia. Ru­ 
mania, Bulgaria, Lithuania, Hun­ 
gary.

The first American ship has been destroyed. Ger­ 
m any has gone to war against the United States. 
It does not mean that the United States has gone 
to war against Germany. This government It not 
looking for an excuse to start fighting; It Is not in 
the m arket for an “Incident”. The Robin Moor was 
a non-belligerent commercial vessel operating with­ 
in its rights according to domestic and internation­ 
al law. Hut It is not going to be used as the ex­ 
cuse to declare war. 
The first American vessel to be sunk In World war 
I. also in the South Atlantic, was the William P. 
Frye, less than six months after war broke out in 
1914, but the United States did not declare war un­ 
til April 6, 1917. Between the beginning of the war 
in 1914 and Jan. 31. 1917, when Germany announced 
unrestricted submarine warfare and brought on a 
rupture of diplomatic relations with this country, 
there were at least IO occasions when American 
■hips were damaged by German raiders. 
In the end, It was not the sinking of an American 
■hip but the presence of American citizens on the 
Lusitania, when that British vessel was destroyed 
on May 7, 1915, that aroused popular resentm ent 
against Germany. 
The question raised by the sinking of the Robin 
Moor is how many Incidents of the same kind it 
will take to convince the American public that war 
for this country Is no longer JubI a possibility, but 
a grim reality.

County, The Folks Take Menace Of 


An Aerial Blitz Seriously

T 
H E Herm itage on Hibiscus Island, down In D ad . 
county, Fla., has settled down Into the soporific- 
ness of summer, with only the occasional splutter 
of a speedboat skittering past in Biscayne bay or a 
plane roaring high overhead to disturb the peace 
and quiet after the departure of the hermit. 
They are amassing many planes down In Dade 
oounty and elsewhere along the Florida coast lines, 
and something may he doing at Key W est, farther­ 
most outpost of the little islands at the foot of the 
great leg of land that stretches southward from 
Georgia into the Atlantic and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Just w hat this something is nobody seems to know. 
Newspapermen from the press services and in­ 
dividual newspapers of the big cities have been 
drifting into Key West for several weeks as lf on a 
quiet tip, and then standing around apparently In­ 
terested in nothing more than absorbing the a tm o ^ 
phere of this town that has come back from the 
municipal dead to pulse again with the fever of 
war. Ju s t so were the newspapermen gathering there 
43 years ago when Key W est was a point of great 
naval and military value to the United States with 
reference to Cuba. 
The reservoir for submarines there th at once 
wa* abandoned has been revived, though it is be­ 
lieved most of our subs In those waters lurk at Gaun- 
tanamo, on the southeast coast of Cuba, comm and­ 
ing the Carrlbean, where w e acquired a base by 
treaty long ago. A naval air field is also being com­ 
pleted at Key West, which Is just an aerial hop and 
a skip from Cuba.

N Biscayne blvd. in Miami. In the park where 
crazy Angara fired at President Roosevelt and 
killed Chicago’s mayor. Tony Cermak. there Is a 
small wooden structure half banked with sandbags, 
an educational feature of home defense work in 
Dade county, and a war-like note ’mid the peaceful 
palms. Thus you may protect your home from the 
bombs and you who live far from the coast line 
and hear only the Vamo* echoes of the alarms must 
not scoff at this. It Is no child’s play that Is going 
on in Dade county. 
F or It is out of the south that the storm will come, 
lf it comes. From bases cunningly concealed In the 
nearby islands of the West Indies, the hostile bomb­ 
er# easily could strike at the first im portant city 
on the mainland and at the heart of the deep south. 
Fantastic? Ladles and gentlemen, there is nothing 
fantastic about this lf we get mixed up In the shoot­ 
ing. It is the logic of warfare. Tile big peninsula 
would he the most Inviting point to a foe for air 
attack on this continent. 
So the army and navy have turned Florida into a 
gigantic 
factory 
for 
production 
of 
aviators. 
At 
Pensacola and Jacksonville and at Opa-Locka, 15 
mile* northwest of Miami, thousands of navy filers 
are being trained. Opo-Locka is the finishing school 
for the bombers and others. 
It was here that the late Glenn H 
Curtiss and 
la m e s H. Bright once planned a great real estate 
development aU er they had completed Hialeah and 
Miami Springs.

N airplane carrier base has been set up at May- 
port at the mouth of the St. John s river and a 
subsidiary of th# big Jacksonville base is being 
established a t Banana river off Cocoa. Fla. The 
arm y is training aviators at McDlll Field at Tam pa 
with subsidiary bases at Tallahassee, Arcadia, Or­ 
lando, Wes* Palm Beach and Valpartso on the gulf 
coast west of Tallahassee, There is a huge training 
camp for soldiers called Camp Blanding in the north­ 
ern part of Florida. 
Oddly enough, in spite of all the preparation that 
Is going on in the state you do not hear much 
public discussion of the possibility of the war coming 
to the peninsula, especially down in Dade county. 
They are going about the home defense work In a 
m atter of fact way, but without excitement or any 
great amount of gab. 
We think Dade county folks are calmer hy nature 
than anywhere else in the country, anyway. W e 
attribute this to the fact th at they see so m any 
daffy visitors in the winter season th at they have 
gone to the extreme of calm as a lesson learned from 
the horrible example of the visitors.

The 
senate,

confirmed 
Byrnes’ appointment in l l minutes, 
arranged to hear any protests that 
might develop against the Stone 
and Jackson nominations. Indica­ 
tions are that they will win final 
approval within IO days. 
Meanwhile,

that 
the comparatively youthful 
Biddle has the “ inside track” for 
the 
attorney 
generalship, 
with 
Charles Fahy, his assistant, re­ 
garded as likely to step into his 
present chief’s Job. 
Strong Support For Arnold 
There is strong support in con­ 
gress, however, for Arnold, whose

ris (Ind.) of Nebraska. 
The 
President's 
selection

Stone as chief Justice apparently 
won general approval of both Re­ 
publicans and Democrats. Norris 
said he hopes that the appoint 
ment will set a precedent for the 
elevation of the senior judge in 
point of service when vacancies 
occur in the chief justice’s poet 
The nomination of Byrnes to the 
high court was reported to have 
been accompanied by the Pres!

Won Against Andrew Mellon 
Jackson was summoned to Wash 
ington in 1934 by President Roose 
velt as general counsel of the 
internal revenue bureau. He won a 
major income tax judgment against 
Andrew W. Mellon, former secre­ 
tary of the treasury. 
Defending the important regis­ 
tration 
provisions of the utility 
holding company act as SEC spe­ 
cial counsel in 1935-36, he chal­

A senate ap­ 
propriations subcommittee will take 
it up early next week.

would continue restrictions against

elements. A provision that spon 
sors must finance at least 25 per­ 
cent of the cost of non-federal 
projects also was retained. 
18-Month Provision Killed 
By a 16940-165 vote, the house 
eliminated, however, a

requiring rotation of employment 
by discharging every person who 
stays on W P A rolls for 18 consecu­ 
tive months. 
President Roosevelt told congress 
last month the requirement has 
worked “ a great hardship on many 
persons.” 
Aside from the tax and relief 
measures, Barkley said that the 
general legislative situation now 
shapes up as follows:

3.—Besides legislation governing 
property, there is little for con­ 
gress to do except approve routine 
appropriations and defense meas­ 
ures suggested by various depart­ 
ments. 
4.—Provided there is no Impor­ 
tant change in the war situation, 
congress may be able to recess for 
three or four weeks In July or 
August.
